SAIGON < AP) - Hu ndreds oI 
enemy troops ambu shed abou t 
3 00 Sou th 
Vietnamese 
para­ 
troopers, killing 3 0 of the g o v ­ 
ernment soldiers and wou nding 
105 in a two-day battle that was 
still going on late today , the Sai­ 
gon gov ernment said. 
The sav age battle said was 
one of fiv e major fights report­ 
ed in the past 24 hou rs—at three 
points near the Cambodian bor­ 
der and to the north and sou th 
of Saigon. The dead inclu ded 31 
Americans and at least 1 27 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese, al­ 
lied spokesmen said. 
The Viet Cong also shelled 
more than 35 towns and allied 
bases du ring the night as the en­ 
emy ’s spring offensiv e contin­ 
u ed in its third week. U.S. De­ 
fense Secretary Melv in R. Laird 
told newsmen as he left Saigon 
after a fou r-day v isit that the of­ 
fensiv e is a “calcu lated esca la ­ 
tion of the war." Bu t he said it 
“has not been su ccessfu l” and 
the rocket attacks which hav e 
been made on Saigon were not 
significant. 
Laird wou ld not rev eal the re­ 
commendations he is carry ing 
back to President Nix on, ex cept 
to say that he wou ld requ est ad­ 
ditional fu nds to strengthen the 
Sou th Vietnamese armed serv ­ 
ices.

Ocean Exploration Slowed 


Investigation of th e death of aquanaut Berry 
M. Cannon during a dive to repair h elium leaks 
in Sealab 3 will be length y and will slow th e 
Navy s ocean exploration program. 
By all means circumstances surrounding th e 
aquanaut’s death last month sh ould h ave a 
th orough airing. A naval inquiry h as turned up 
evidence th at Mr. Cannon was tired and suffer­ 
ing from exposure wh en h is death occurred. 
Testimony sh owed also th at some equipment 
h ad been tampered with . 
Th e loss of a valuable member of th e ocean 
exploration team is a blow in its own righ t, and 
th e resulting loss of time and support for ocean­ 
ograph ic research could be a severe national 
setback. 
Hampered by limited funds and a lack of fed­ 
eral coordination, oceanograph y h as suffered. 
In recent y ears, federal interest h as been 
stirred sligh tly and produced plans for an 
oceanograph ic laboratory in Florida and a pro­ 


gram to put more federal funds into ocean re­ 
search . 
Government support for marine research and 
exploration still is puny compared to th e spaca 
program and oth er expenditures. 
Oceanograph y still is far down th e priority 


list. 
Scientists and marine experts are perplexed 
by th e lack of enth usiasm for ocean exploration 
and exploitation on th e part of th e government 
in view of its tremendous potential yield of food 
♦or an underfed world, mineral rich es, industri­ 
al expansion and economic power. 
Perh aps after investigation of th e aquanaut 
tragedy is completed, attention will be turned 
to developing a coordinated oceanograph y pro­ 
gram with definite objectives and funds to 
match . 
It would be an appropriate way to h onor Ber­ 
ry M. Cannon.

Electoral Reform Unlikely

For someth ing like 165 y ears members of 
Congress and oth ers h ave been tr>ing to finu a 
better way to elect presidents. Only once h ave 
th ese efforts succeeded in amending th e Consti­ 


tution—in 1804 wh en Amendment 12 w a s added. 
Th e issue emerged again after last Novem­ 
ber’s election of Rich ard Nixon. Th e grave con­ 
stitutional crisis th at was th reatened by th e 
candidacy of George Wallace h as alerted Con­ 
gress to th e desirability of some fundamental 
ch ange. A senate subcommittee h eaded by Sen. 
Birch Bayh , D.-Ind., and th e House Judiciary 
Committee ch aired by Rep. Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., h ave h eld exh austive h earings. 


AT THE MOMENT th ere are few wh o will 
predict th at any one of th e th ree major plana 
will be adopted by th e necessary two-th irds in 
each h ouse. All th at seems possible is on 
amendment correcting some of th e minor de­ 
fects in th e present sy stem. A h opeless dead­ 
lock seems to prevail among th e th ree maior 
proposals: Th e popular election plan, th e dis­ 
tract plan and th e proportional plan. Support 
for each plan depends upon th e ph ilosooh ical 
convictions of its sponsors and th e constituen­ 
cies wh ich th ey represent. 
And th ere are some wh o would keep th e sy s­ 
tem as it is, with a few minor ch anges, because 
th ey believe th at any of th e plans would m^et 
difficulties, some of wh ich are now unforeseen. 
I feel th at despite its number of sponsor* In 
th e Senate, th e support of leaders in th e House 
and th e public opinion polls, direct popular elec­ 
tions would present grave matters of principle 
and practice.

popular election concerns its possible effect up* 
on th e federal government on one h and and th e 
states on th e oth er. It is on th is division of pow­ 
er and responsibility th at th e nation's safety 
and the people’s liberty depend. 
A president sh ould not merely be concerned 
with people but also with th e various areas in 
wh ich th e people manage th eir own special af­ 
fairs. 


On th e practical side, th ere are even mora 
grave objections to popular election. Under th e 
present constitutional sy stem, th e states deter­ 
mine voter qualifications and operate th e elec­ 


tion mach inery . 
Is it intended th at all state laws governing 
th e qualifications and th e operation of elections 
be taken over by th e government in Wash ing­ 
ton? Is th is to be a sy stem under wh ich th ere 
will be two sets of qualifications and two sets 
of mach inery to conduct elections? 
Under th e former plan th e states and counties 
and oth er local subdivisions would ultimately be 
absorbed in a vast national regime. If th ere are 
to be two seta of qualifications, utter confusion 
would ensue, for some people would be voting 
for president and some would be voting for gov­ 
ernors and sh eriffs. 
And a dual sy stem of administration would 
not only be more expensive but, in actual man­ 
agement at th e polls, utter confusing. 
Moreoever. some of th e plans for popular el­ 
ection provide for a run-off e’ection in case no 
candidate gets a majority In th e regular poll­ 
ing. (Some would provide for such a run-off in 
case no one get* 40 per cent.) Consider th e 
atrain on candidates in such a run-off. 


IN MOST INSTANCES by November th ey will 
h ave been campkigning for nine month s. Th en 
with a run-off, two more month s would be re­ 
quired. Consider th e expense to th e party and 
candidates' organizations. 
And, unless th e inauguration were moved for­ 
ward—to, say, March 4— th e successful candi­ 
date wold h ave little or no time to organize h is 
administration. It is bad enough as it is. Th e 
Nixon people h ave fouund th at out. 
If we a re to h ave a fundament! ch ange, th e 
district sy stem is best. But at th e moment th at 
seems to h ave only limited support. And so we 
sh all probably go muddling along a s before.

The News 
Conference 


WASHINGTON — Millions of persons wh o 
h eard President Nixon talk during h ia televised 
news conference Tuesday nigh t must h ave won­ 
dered if h e h ad memorized th e answers in ad­ 
vance or if th ey were impromptu and “off th e 
cuff.” 
Th e session was indeed unique and an un­ 
precedented confrontation between th e press 
and a president of th e United States wh o h ad 
just returned from abroad. It lasted 55 minutes 
— th e longest televised news conference ever 
h eld at th e Wh ite House. 
Subjects of such great importance in interna­ 
tional affairs — directly related to th e peace of 
th e world — were covered so fully th at it is nat­ 
ural for curiosity to be expressed as to h ow Mr. 
Nixon h ad trained h imself for th e occasion 


FOR UNQUESTIONABLY it was a most un­ 
usual news conference—compreh ensive answer* 
delivered In almost perfect sy ntax and with 
clear-cut statements on Issues of far-reach ing 
significance. 
Preparation for th e conference on Mr. Nix­ 
on's part can be said really to h ave started 
nearly 10 day s before h e left for Europe. He 
insisted on one of th e most intensive aeries of 
briefings on foreign affairs ever arranged for 
a 
president. 
Five th ick volumes of background papers 
were compiled by th e State Department about 
th e five countries wh ich th e President was io 
visit. Anoth er volume covered NATO and relat­ 
ed European problems. 
Mr. Nixon read every word of th ese docu­ 
ments and soent long h ours studying th em at 
nigh t Also, th ere was a special briefing at th e 
Pentagon for th e President, and every day for a 
full week Wh it« House aides from th e National 
Security Council contributed more briefing!. 
All th is preparation, of course, was not de­ 
signed only for th e President’s meeting with th e 
press. It was h is means of studying up for th e 
talks sch eduled with th e leaders of th e Europe­ 
an countries 
It enabled th e President to discuss a variety 
of topics in th e five capitals wh irh h e visited. 
Th e frank exch anges with foreign leaders wh ich 
took place during h is trip also sh arpened th e 
President’s mind for th e news conference. 


MR. NIXON REAUZED before h is departure 
for Europe th at h e would h ave to explain and 
report on h is mission to th e American people 
wh en h e returned h ome. It h ad been planned In 
advance th at h e would make h is television pres­ 
entation on Th ursday nigh t, four day s after h e 
was back in Wash ington. 
But wh en h e went to h is office Monday, h e 
decided th e news conference sh ould be h eld th e 
very next day because of th e element of timeli­ 
ness 
Also, h e wanted to answer questions wh ile h is 
mind was filled with th e subject and not after 
h e h ad become absorbed in meetings th at would 
be h eld during th e week inside th e government. 
But h ow did Mr. Nixon get ready for 
ths 
questions th emselves, as all of th e latter were 
spontaneously asked? He and h is aides could, of 
course, easily predict beforeh and wh at would 
be th e subjects on wh ich news would be sough t 
by th e press 
Aides say th at th e President did not memo­ 
rize h is opening statement or h is replies to th e 
questions wh ich h e was sure would be put to 
h im He did, h owever, prepare a few guidelines 
for h is opening statement and for answers to 
certain questions, and committed some of 
these 
to memory. 
As one assistant put it, ’“Mr. Nixon never 
memorizes words or ph rases but does memo­ 
rize topics and ideas.” 
Even so, th e performance was skillful. For 
th e President h ad to paraph rase wh at th e h eads 
of state h ad said in personal meetings with h im 
and yet do it in such a diplomatic way as not to 
break confidences. 


MR NIXON’S televised news conference wa a 
unquestionably one of th e most informative 
since th e device was originated. Th is waa due 
primarily to th e deep study h e h ad made of 
current issues but h e display ed a masterful ta l­ 
ent in disclosing some significant ideas based 
on wh at the h eads of state abroad h ad said to 
him. 
Th e President felt, of course, th at at h ia 
Tuesday nigh t news conference—carried nation­ 
wide on television and radio—h e wa* talking 
not just to th e newsmen gath ered in th e East 
Room of th e Wh ite House but to th e American 
people as a wh ole and also to th e peoples of Eu­ 
rope, Asia, Latin America and Africa. 
For American policy today h as a direct bear­ 
ing on almost every country because of 
a uni­ 
versal obligation to maintain neace in th a 
world.
